Baker and His Babe Are Cremated, 
While Others Barely Escape 
with Their Lives. 


Columbia, 8S. €., February 22.—(Special.) 
The most revolting crime ever perpetrated 
by white men in South Carolina was com- 
mitted at Lake City, Williamsburg county, 
at 1 o’elock this morning, when Post- 
master Baker, a negro, and his famfly were 
burned out of their home, the postmoster 
and a baby in arms killed, his wife and 
three daughters shot and maimed for life. 

Baker was appointed postmaster three 
months ago. Lake City is a town of 500 
inhabitants and the negro population in the 
Vicinity Jlarge. There was a protest 
at Baker’s eppointment, but not very vig- 
orous, 

Three months ago, as the postmaster was

| leaving the office at night in company with 


several colored men, he waa fired on from 
ambush, but it was not known that the 
would-be assassin was prompted by other 
than personal malice, 

Since then Baker moved his family into 
a house on the outskirts of the town, where 
he also established the postoffice. 

Last Tuesday night a body of men who 
kept concealed behind buildings and fences 
in. the neighborhood riddled the building 
With shot and rifle bullets. They shot 
high and no one was hurt, but it was sup- 
posed to convey a warning. It was a short 
time before that Senators Tillman and Mc- 
Laurin and Congressman Horton had ask- 
ed the postmaster general to remove Baker 
because of his color, and the request had 
been refused. Laker did not move his 
family and gave no evidence of being 
frightened. He felt confident of protection 
from Washington. 

At 1 o'clock this 
applied to the 
house. 

Back, just within the line of light, were 
over a hundred white men, armed with 
pistols and shotguns. By the time the fire 
aroused the sleeping family, consisting 
of the postmaster, his wife, three daugh- 
ters, a son and an infant at the breast, 
the crowd began firing into the building. A 
hundred bullet holes were made througif 
the thin boarding and many found marks 
in the people within. 

Baker was the first to reach the door, 
and he fell dead just within the threstiold, 
being shot in several places, 

The mother had the baby in her arms 
and had reached the door over her hus- 
band’s body, when a bullet crashed through 
its skull and it fell to the floor. She was 
shot in several places. 

Two of the girls had their arms broken 
in the shoulder and will probably lose 
therm. Another of the girls is believed to 
be fatally wounded. The bay is shot. 

Two of the seven occupants of the house 
escaped with slight injuries. The bodies 
of Baker and the infant were cremated 
in the building. AI] mail matter was de- 
stroyed. 

A coroner's jury was impaneled this even- 
ing and visited the charred remains and 
adjourned till Saturday.

STRENGTH OF THE ARMY’ DECREASING 


Senator Morgan, of Alabama, Presents 
a Resolution Providing for a Mig 
Battleship To Be Named

Washington, February 22.—As soon as the 
reading of the historic farewell address of 
Washington was concluded by Mr. Lodge, 
of Massachusetts, in the senate today, Mr. 
Hawley, of Connecticut, chairman of the 
military affairs committee, calle@ up the 
bill providing for the enlistment of two ad- 
ditional regiments of artillery for service 
in manning the heavy coast defense bat- 
teries which congress has provided during 
the past two years, 

Mr. Bate, of Tennessee, objected to the 
bill, because it tended to an increase of 
the army, to which he said he Was un- 
alterably opposed. He thought there were 
enough troops already under enlistment to 
man all the guns now being provided for 
by the government. He argued that it 
would be better to assign infantry regi- 
ments to the manning of these guns than 
to put them in charge of raw recruits. 

Big Guns Need Attention. 

In reply Mr. Hawley pointed out that the 
strength of the army was really decreasing 
in proportion to the tnhabitants of the 
country. In addition, he said, congress had 


for great guns for forts and coast defense 
stations, Of these guns 139 were guns of 
large caliber and @eliea'4 mechanism. To 
these must be added 22 ifea steel mortars 
already placed or soon to be placed in the 
coast defense stations. In order that these 
guns may be properly handled a body of 
trained artillerists is necessary. Each of 
these great war engines requires to handle 
it as much skill as it requires to run a lo- 
comotive or an ordinary river steamer. The 
war department estimates that the 1,600 
men which this bill ealls for will be nee- 
essary properly to man the guns. 
Almost a Unanimous Vote. 

Mr. Cockrell, of Missouri, said he was op- 
posed to an inerease in the infantry or 
cavalry arms of the service, but in this 
case the country was confronted by a se- 
rious condition. He regarded it as neces- 
sary that the guns provided by the govern- 
ment should be properly cared for and 
manned. For that reason he had consent- 
ed a8 a member of the committee to have 
the bill favorably reported. 

The bill Was then passed—5?2 to 4. The 
negative votes were cast by (Messrs. Bate of 
Tennessee, Clay of Georgia, Chilton of Tex- 
as, and Vest of Missouri. 

Mr. Morgan, of Alabama, secured 
adoption of the following resolution: 

Morgan Wants New Battleships. 

“That the committee on naval affairs is 
instructed to inquire and report whether a 
man of war equal at least to any warship 
in the world, to be named the George 
Washington, can be built, armef and com- 
miss.oned within a period of twelve months 
by the use of the facilities of the shipyards, 
machine shops, mines and forests of the 
United States whefever the Same are found, 
and that the committee has leave to re- 
port at any time, by bill or otherwise.” 

The resolution was adopted without de- 
bate. 

At 1:30 o'clock the senate went into excc- 
utive session and at 4 p. m. adjourned.

Nearly all the possible salvage has now 
been moved from the cabin aft, The ef- 
forts to reach the ward and mess rooms 
are frustrated by some unknown obstacle. 
It is expected to find bodies in these rooms. 
Two cases of ten-inch ammunition have 
been found, the one having exploded, the 
Other full of powder. These were found 
forward. 

The work of securing the bodies under 
the hatch has been most ditficult in the 
dark, but it is hoped that the electric lights 

will be of great assistance. The bodies 
are much mutilated and some are partial- 
ly burned.

For more than a day the 
men sat there with their guns ready, and 
Sunday night they were rewarded by hear- 
ing the opening of the door anu seeing two 
men enter the still preparatory to begin- 
ning a run. The officers dropped down 
from their perch and covered the moon- 
shiners. , 

In a short time Deputy Collector Pat 
Moore, who had been telegraphed, arrived 
from Atlanta. He took the caps and worms 
from the two stills and sent them by way 
of Cartersville to Atlanta. 

The officers found their prisoners to be 
a white man named Evans and a negro 
named Tom Veal. They were carried to 
Cartersville and tried before a commis- 
sioner, and bound over. 

The revenue officials in Atlanta refuse to 
talk about the capture of the stills. 

Discovery Was an Accident. 

It was quite by accident that the still 
was found. Last Friday morning Deputies 
John Goode, Jasper Jones, Walter Gladden 
and Jim Martin starte@ from Cartersville 
to Cherokee county. They went over into 
Cherokee county and began looking for a 
still. The exact location of the distillery 
which they were after was known to some 
in the party, but the night being extreme- 
ly dark, they lost their way. The four 
officers wandered over rough mountains 
and \through the woods all night, but could 
find no place of lodging. Saturday morning 
they renewed their search. 

About one and one-half miles from 
Moore’s mill, in Cherokee county, they saw 
the house which proved to be the big dis- 
tillery building. The stills were the finest 
ever captured. They were of the best cop- 
per manufacture, and were perfect. The 
building, which was two stories high, had 

evidently been erected for an illicit whisky 

factory. On the exterior it bore every evi- 
dence of being a peaceful, lw-abiding, 
dwelling house, but its innocent face was 
deceptive, for inside it was nothing but a 
stillhouse. The stills were so arranged that 
they would never have been found had 
any one been at the house at the time, for 
the revenue offivers would never have 
thought the place other than a residence, 
if they had not had an opportunity for 
close inspection. 


Officers Are Reticent. 


The revenue officials in Atlanta were seen 
yesterday and the preceding day, and asked 
about the case. They declined to give the 
names of the men whom they suspect, but 
it is understood that they believe the gang 
to be composed of the survivors of the 
famous Moore’s mill moonshinery gang. 
Up to a few years ago this gang of law 
breakers was the largest in the world. 
They made whisky on a very extensive 
Scale, and several members of the gang 
made small fortunes out of the business. 

. he moonshiners always barreled their 
whisky and sold it by the wholesale. 

The caps and worms of the stills are now 
in Atlanta, but the stills were too large to 
move. They are now being guarded by 
Officers Gladden gnd Martin. Over 3,000 
Sallons of beer vA: destroyed at the dis- 
Millery, together with ten barrels of malt 
and twenty gallons of new whisky. It is 
Said by some that the still was owned by 
a stock company of several prominent 
Cherdékee county people. There mav be

| DUKE ASE OF ABANDONMENT | CHTRR HEARS PROM 


Out of a Warm Bed—A Ride in the 
Cold, 


MARRIED THE WIDOW DAVIS 


Calls His Two Sets of Children 
*Duke’s Mixture’’—He Tells the 
Story of His Arrest. 


KE, T. Duke, a well-known mechanic, was 
pulled out of a nice, warm bed and ridden 
through the cold, biting north wind to the 
police barracks in the patrol wagon Mon- 
day night. The charge against Duke was 
abandonment of his wife and children, and 
it is a rather remarkable case, as the fam- 
ily he is charged with abandoning was un- 
der the same roof with him when he was 
arrested. But the story is best told by 
himself. 

The firat question asked Duke was how 
many children he had, and he 
thoughtfully a moment and said, with a 
laugh: 

“You will have to give me time to count 
them up.”’ 

Then apologetically: 

“You see, I married a widow and she has 
two sets of children.”’ 

Duke statea that he married Mrs. Millie 
Davis, the relict of John Davis, who de- 
parted this life about seven years ago. 
The marriage was a happy one and every- 
thing would have gone along swimmingly if 
the lamented Davis had not left his widow 
encumbered with three children, he Says. 

“That ol@est Davis child,” said the pris- 
oner, ‘‘is an eighteen-year-old boy, and he 
is causing all the mischief between my wife 
and myself. You asked me how many 
children there are? I think there are now 
Six, all told, Davises and Dukes. I some- 
times call the layout ‘Duke’s mixture.’ I 
wish they hadn't hauled me out from un- 
der those warm blankets an@ taken me 
into the cold night air, where everything 
was freezing and the snow about to come 
down.”’ 

Another question about his family 
brought Duke back from the blankets and 
Snow to his family affairs, and he said: 

“My wife had me arrested, not because 
I had abandoned the ch#ldren, but because 
She thought I intended to abandon them. 
You see, it was this way: I went off about 
five months ago to get work and she had 
me read out to the police aS an abandoner, 
just like I was an escaped convict whom 
the bloodhounds were after. I made a lit- 
tle money while I was away and returned 
home about five weeks ago. Ever since I 
have been in Atlanta I have tried to get 
work and failed. So I told my wife last 
night that I intended to go off again, and 
she objected, saying that I had to stay at 
home and take care of her and the chil- 
dren. The law has sorter grabbed time by 
the forelock, to to speak, when it rushed 
me in for desertion. But it will all come 
right when I am tried. I ain’t seared of 
the consequences, for my conscience is 
clear.’’ 


PEARL PRENDERGRAST IS FREE 


Noted Female Prisoner Serves Out Her 
Time and Passes Through At- 
lanta Yesterday. 

Pearl Prendergrast, who was one of the 
most unique characters in the Georgia 
penitentiary, has served out her time and 
is now a free woman. For a long time she 
was the only white woman in the Georgia 
penitentiary and the story of her crime and 

punishment is an interesting one. 

Years ago Pearl Prendergrast was a 
beautiful woman, but of uncertain morals. 


- Her home was in Savannah and there was 


not a man about town that did not know 
her. Not content with her own wickedness, 
she made it her practice to entice young 
girls away from home to a life of shame. 
It was for a crime of this kind that she 
was finally convicted and sentenced to 
ten years in the penitentiary. 

At the time she was sent to the peniten- 
tiary she was the only white woman in it 
and she was sent to the female camp at 
Heardmont. She proved to be a good pris- 
oner and was put in charge of the camp. 
She kept the keys and watched over the 
other women In the camp as a matron. 
Her life at the camp was often written up 
by the newspapers of the state. 

Her time was out a few days ago and 
she is now !n Atlanta, and old and broken 
woman. She has lost all of the beauty 
that she once possessed and there is little 
trace of the life of the Pearl Prendergrast 
that entered the penitentiary ten years ago. 

It will be remembered that she figured as 
a heroine during a mob assault in Savan- 
nah several years ago, when she saved an 
officer’s life who was about to be killed by 
one of the mob.

Yesterday morning when the chief open- 
ed his mail he discovered a letter from 
far off Illinois, but if the place from which 
the letter had come from was far off, it 
was nothing in comparison with the dis- 
tance of the place spoken of in the epistle, 
for it brought news from the ‘far away | 
spirit world. 

The chief doesn’t take any stock in 
spooks, but he admitted he felt a little 
creepy when he read the contents of the 
weird communication. 

But the letter is so full of bristling sen- 
sation that it is herewith produced in full, 
as follows: ? 

“Kewanee, Ill., February 18, 1898. To the 
Chief of Police, Atlanta, Ga.—Please have 
patience while 1 give a few words of ex- 
planation and then give your special at- 
tention to she rest of my ietter. Just 
three famiiies of us neighbors have for 
the past three months been investigat- 
ing spiritualism to learn the truth for our- 
selves. We have in that time admitted a 
few particular friends, but we have never 
held a public seance. The medium is our 
nearest neighbor and one we have perfect 
confidence in—one who three months ago 
had never known anything of spiritualism, 
but we have had wonderful tests. ~ 

‘Now, last Sunday evening the spirit 
of an old man came and showed himself to 
the medium, Mrs. Davis, but could not 
give his name. And again he came on 
Wednesday evening, and soon the medium 
Says she saw near that old man a small 
building like a little store, with a post- 
office on one side. ‘Now,’ she said, I see 
a cot in the middle, with the old man 
on it asleep. Now, two men come along 
and they go in that store and look all 
around. One is black and his name is 
Douglas.

He told the jailer night before last that 
he felt he would get ten or fifteen years 
for the selling of the whisky, and he had 
hoped to get a short sentence from the 
United States court. 

He has admitted that he brewed corn li-

sold it without paying a license. 

The jailer tells a story about a prohibi- 
tion advocate visiting the jail a few even- 
ings ago, and mistaking Crow for a preach- 
er, triéd to entertain him with a disserta- 
tion on temperance. The old man, who has 
a most benign and ministerial air, looked 
solemn and said never a word. Wher 
the visitor was gone he looked up at the 
jailer and said, quietly, 

“Corn liquor is moughty useful in 
place.”’ 


CHIEF BUYS STORAGE BATTERY. 


Chief of Fire Department Returned 
from New York Yesterday Morn- 
ing—Tells of His Trip. 

Chief W. R. Joyner, of the Atianta fire 
department, returned from New York yes- 
ter@ay morning, where he went about ten 
days ago for the purpose of purchasing a 

storage battery for the fire alarm system.

The instruments are placed in a piece of 
slate two inches thick, ten feet two inches 
long and four feet feur inches high. The 
key board is a magnificent one and ig in- 
cased in oak. 

The new battery will run three days with- 
out having to be recharged, and if any- 
thing showd happen to the plant furnish- 
ing the electricity, the fire alarm system 
would not be effected by it.

Aldermanic Board Approves Council’s 
Action—Discussei Edgewood Ave. 
Grade and Other Matters. 


HE aldermanic board held a special 
"T mecting yesterday afternoon for the 

purpose of passing on the resolution 
acted on by council for the repavement of 
Auburn avenue from Butler street to Hill- 
yer street. 

Though this matter was considered and 
the board concurred in the action of coun- 
cil, the questions of widening Whitehall 
street and lowering the grade of Edgewood 
avenue occupied a greater portion of the 
time of the board. 

The Whitehall street matter was discuss- 
ed at length and the order passed by the 
county commissioners was read and reread. 
Alderman Mitchell took a firm stand in 
favor of concurrence of the board in the 
action taken by council in accepting the 
agreement. As chairman of the street com- 
mittee he was called upon to explain the 
situation and @o tell exactly what would be 
required of the city. 

Alderman Rice was the only member of 
the board who was not in favor of concur- 
ring with the council. He said there were 
no funds for such work and thought that 
any action taken by the present council 
to do the work would bind future councils. 
He did not like the idea of beginning work 
which could not be conciuded this year. He 
said the county had agreed to furnish work 
equal to one-half of the expense of widen- 
ing the street, but in the end this left the 
city to spend a great amount of money. 

Those favoring the widening of the street 
argued to Mr. Rice that the work of wid- 
ening the street would be the greatest ex- 
pense and that probably all the city would 
have to do as itsi'share would be to obtain 
the property. 

After considerable argument Mayor Pro 
Tem. Dimmock put the question and the 
vote resulted in a concurrence with the 
action of the council by a vote of four 
to one. 

Aldermen Favor Pian. 

With the exception of Alderman Rice all 
of the aldermen favor the ou of 
Whitehall street and will vote for it when 
the matter reaches the board of aldermen. 
Mr. Rice will vote for the proposition if 
he can be shown where the city is to ob- 
tain money with which to do the work. 

In speaking of the matter yesterday Al- 
derman Mayson said he was heartily in 
favor of the proposition and thought the 
street should by all means be widened. He 
is of the opinion that it will result in great 
benefit to the city. He thinks the work 
should be commenced this year. 


“The whole matter,” said Mr. Mayson, 
“depends on the property owners. If those 
who are holding out do not ask too \much 
for their property the city will be able to 
widen the street. If the amount of damages 
can be satisfactorily adjusted the work can 
be commenced.” 

Alderman Mitchell, chairman of the street 
committee, has made a strong fight for the 
widening of Whitehall street and is one of 
the most enthusiastic supporters of the 
proposition. He thinks it will go through 
all right and believes matters can be so 
arranged that work can be.commenced at 
an early date. 

Alderman Rice says: “If they can show 
me where the city can get funds with which 
to pay for this work then@ will vote for the 
widening of the street. I do not see where 
the money is to come from or how the city 
will be able to begin work this year.”’ 

Alderman Woodward is in favor of the 
widening of Whitehall street and thinks the 
work should be done. He has his doubts 
about the city’s ability to do the work this 
year, but will undoubtedly be a strong sup- 
porter of the plan. 

Alderman Turner believes the widening of 
Whitehall street would be a splendid move 
for the city. He:favors it and when the 
matter comes to a vote he will be one of 
its supporters if the matter of funds can 
be properly arranged. 

With the entire aldermanic board in favor 
of the plan to widen Whitehall street it is 
believed by those who are interested in the 
matter that it will be pushed to a speedy 
conclusion. 

The appointment of a special agent to 
purchase the property places the matter 
almost entirely in the hands of the citizens 
on Whitehall street. If they will agree to 
sell their property for a reasonable sum 
an dnot attempt to charge an exorbitant 
price it is believed that the city will be 
uble to begin work in a short while. 

The plan is at present in better shape 
than ever before and the special agent 
will probably conclude his work in a short 
while. The result of his investigations will 
likely settle the matter definitely.

“Our neighbors over in Canada caught 
on and in 1886 granted municipal suffrage 
to single women and widows in New Bruns- 
wick and Ontario, and in 1892 the same was 
granted in the province of Quebec. Full 
suffrage Was granted the women of New 
Zealand in 1893 ang in 4894 parish and dis- 
trict suffrage Was granted to both mar- 
ried and single women in England whose 
queen is the best sovereign the world has 
ever known. ;

In the tribute which this nation paid to 
the memory ef George Washington yester- 
day Atlanta did her part. Business was 
not suspended. but a large number of the 
city population took the holiday and ob- 
served the 186th anniversary of the birth 
of the man who bears the title af “the 
father of his country.’ 

Bankers, the busiest people in the city, 
closed up their business and told cherry 
tree stories to their children to encourage 
truth. The gchooichildren took a day off 
and ate Washington pie for their dinner. 
the government employees had a day of 
rest and the soldiers at Fort MicPherson 
were allowed the entire day free from drills 
or any etrict military discipline. 

The only public exercises were held by 
the Atlanta chapter ef the Davghters of 
the American Revolution. The day was 
more generally observed than ever before 
in Atlanta. The mayor and all the city 
officials observed the holiday and did no 
work with the exception of holding -an 
aldermanic board meeting in the afternoon. 

Greater evidences Of the fact that Wash- 
ington was born on the 22d of February 
could be found in the government building 
than anywhere else in the city. The offi- 
cials in that huilding were evidently gtruck 
with one idea on Monday for on every 
door vesterday there hung large placards 
announcing the fact that it was Washing- 
ton’s birthday. Some of the placards were 
very unique. 

Some of the officials did a smal! amount 
of work in the morning, but the offices 
were closed for al! except inside business. 
Postmaster Smyth kept the postoffice open 
until 11 o’clock and was in his office until 
the afternoon. Colonel Cook, of the gar- 
rison at Fort McPherson, gave his soldiers 
a full holiday and dispensed with the regu- 
lar drills and other routine business.

Work on 


New eral: Is Now About 

Completed—The Change To Cost 
About $50,000 

Work has been steadily progressing « on 


.the new switch board at the telephone ex- 


change and without any inconvenience to 
the subscribers the new board has been 
put in. 

All that remains now is to test the new 
board and then make the change from the 

old one to the new. 

The new switchboard that has been put 
in is one of the newest things in the tele- 
phone business. In fact, it is the fourth 
of its kind to be used in the country. 

The first one was put in the exchange at 
Savannah, the second at Boston and the 
third at Philadelphia, The new system has 
been fully described in the papers many 
times, but the vast amount of work that 
it has taken to put it in can never be 
known by those who have not seen it. The 
6th of March is the date set to make the 
change from the old switchboard to the 
new. The old switchboard cost the tele- 
phone company about $30,000 and when the 
new one is used the old one will not be 
worth anything. 

The new board ill cost nearly $50,000 
when it is completed, but it will give At- 
lanta a perfect system of telephones. It 
will take about thirty days to put the new 
‘phones in the house and this work will 
not start until the change in the switch- 
boards has been made.
